The leasing proposition proposed by 
the Alton & Mississippi promoters was 
defeated by the Council, and appea™s 
to ‘have been abandoned temporarily by 
the House of Delegates. The proposi- 
tion to submit a bond issue for %,200,- 
000 to build the Alton & Mississippi ap- 
proach and bélt line was made by the 
House of Delegates after the leasing 
proposition had been rejected by the 
Council.

“The situation as it stands, and as it 
has stood for some time is a burning 
shame,” said Henry Lindhoff, a grocer 
at Grand avenue and Hickory street.

ERIT SYSTEM IN 
NEW CHARTER: 2 
FAVORED SPOILS 


Rutledge and Hertenstein Over- 
ridden by Ten of Free- 
holders’ Board. 


After Charles W. Rutledge and 
Charles Hertenstein had made pleas fo- 
the retention of the spoils system in 
the proposed new City Charter, the 
Board of Freeholders Monday night, by 
a vote of 10 to 2, went on record as 
approving the merit system already 
agreed upon, and written as a chapter 
of the new charter. 

Rutledge read a long papef, praising 
the patriotism and high-mindedness of 
the politician, and deploring the fact 
that the charter makers had undertaken 
to eliminate hign. He declared there 
was no crying demand for the merit 
system, and that the charter makers 
would endanger-the success of the char- 
ter by adopting it. He declared city 
officials elected by the people should 
have the right to select their own as- 
sistants, without the interference or di- 
rection of a civil service or efficiency 
commission. 

One of the members of the board 
replied that officials, under the present 
system, have their appointments largely 
made by the political committees, who 
parcel the jobs out among themselves, 
or their ward workers. 


Franchises Discussed. 
A part of the evening was devoted tu 


a discussion of one of the franchise 
articles of the charter. A draft of an 
article was submitted by a committee 
cumprised of Charles Hertenstein, Fred 
ID. Gardner, Selden P. Spencer, Clinton 
E'. Udell and Secretary Wilbur B. Jones. 

The proposed article was patterned 
clewsely after the franchise provisions of 
he proposed charter of 1910, written br 
the Board of Freeholders of which Fred- 
erick W. Lehman Was chairman. 

The board agreed that all franchises 
should not be referred: to the people for 
a vote, as such a system might be so 
cumbersome and expensive that it would 


It was provided 
that no franchise should become ef- 
fective until 40 days after being grant- 
ed by the Assembly; to give the people 
‘an opportunity to invoke the referen- 
dum against it. 

It was also agreed that the charter 
should provide that the city might ac- 
quire any public utility within 10 vears 
after the granting of the franchise, or 
at any five-year period ‘after 10 years. 
This would make the franchise indeter- 


assurance to capital to induce its in- 
vestment in utilities, such as subways 
or railroad systems, the Freeholders de- 
clared. | 


decided that franchise “might be 
nted for a 50-year term. Freeholder 
objected to. 50-year grants, 
asserting that the modern idea was op- 
posed to franchise of more than 2% 
years’ duration. 


Wirl Permit a Profit. 
The Freeholders were of the opinion 


that the city ought to have the fullest 
power to acquire franchises, consistent 
with conditions essential to the safe in- 
vestment of money in utility ‘enterprises. 
Few public service corporations were 
successful under 10 years, it was assert- 
ed. It was the view of the members 
that it would be unfair to deprive the 
owners of a utility of their enterprise 
until they had had an opportunity to 
earn some return on their investment. 

It was also decided that no. franchise 
should be assignable except upon éon- 
sent of the city, expressed by ordinance. 
This provision was inserted to prevent 
franchises from falling into the hands 
of interests antagonis@ic to the public 
welfare. 

“We are having an example of this 
sort of thing now,’’ said Louis P. Aloe.

OPENS PARLIAMENT: 
POLICE CN GUARD 


Every Corner Searched for Suf- 
fragettes Before Momentous 
Session Is Begun, 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 10.—King George today 


opened the fourth session of the present 
British Parliament—a session that prom- 
ises to be a history-making one, owing 
ty the important constitutional avfestions 
to be decided. Queen Mary and the King 
both wore their crowns and brilliant 


royal robes. They rode in the state 
coach of gold drawn by eight Hano- 
verian cream-colored horses from Buck- 
ingham palace through the Mall, over 
the Horse Guards’ Parade and then 
along Whitehall to the King’s entrances 
te the House of Lerds. Great crowds 
assembled along the route to witness 
the procession. The weather was Mea) 

In the House of Lords the scene was 
a picturesque ene, as their majesties, 
surrounded by other members of the 
royal family and by peers and peer- 
esses in their state robes, ascended the 
throne. The King immediately read his 
speech, outlining the Government's pro-. 
gram’ for the session. Only a few priv- 
ileged strangers were admitted to the 
lHiouse, These included members of the 
House of Commons, most of the diplo- 
matic corps and representatives of the 
official world. The American Ambas- 
sador and Mrs. Page were among those 
present. 

Crowd Awaits Upening. 

The opening of the House of Commons 
fourd an unusually large number of 
members gathered at the doors waiting 
to make a dash into the chamber to get 
seats for the momentous initial debate. 

The doors were thrown open at 3% 
o'clock, Instead of at midnight, as is 
usually the case. Among the earliest to 
arrive were groups of Ulster Unionists 
and of their bitter opponents, the Irish 
Nationalists, and these for the first day 
at least were able to capture prominent 
places in the House. 

The police afd soldiers whose duties 
on these occasions heretofore have been 
largely perfunctory were kept busy for 
several hours early today searching ev- 
ery corner of the cellars and vaults for 
suffragettes. 

This searching process has been done 
on the opening day of the session ever 
since the discovery of the “gunpowder 
plpt’’ of Guy Fawkes.

A delay of one week in the report 
of the joint House and Gouncll Bridge 


Committee was announced Monday j- 


after a public hearing had been 
conducted at the request of members 
of the Business Men's League. A pub- 
lic hearing will be held ‘at 10:20 a. m. 
Saturday, at which President Kinsey of 
the Board of Public Improvements, for- 
mer President Maxime Reber, Frank 
H. Gerhart and newspaper editorial 
writers will be invitéd to appear.

man Fletcher of the conferees. said 


Tuesday a report would be submitted 
to the Assembly next Tuesday, and 
predicted that the A. & M. approach, 
with modifications to reduce its cost, 
would be submitted. 

At the first hearing the conferees pro- 
fessed to be gratified at the statement 
of A. L. Shapleigh, spokesman for the 
Business Men’s League, that the league 
would not oppose a bond issue for ‘a 
better approach than the Reber, if &n- 
other could be shown to be better.” 

Shapleigh emphasized the league's in- 
dorsement of the Reber approach an 
said it had been made after receiving a 
report from a committee of five im- 
partial engineers of high repute, and 
Lambert E. Walther, former City -Coun- 
selor, who recommended the Reber ap- 
proach, and P. W. Haberman, genera! 
counsel for the Alton & Mississippi, who 
spoke for that company’s plan. 

Chairman Fietcher asked Shapleigh if 
former President Reber had ever ad- 
vised the league that the so-called Reber 
approach was superior or more desirable 
than the A. & M. approach. When 
Shapleigh replied in the negative, Fletch- 
er read from a transcript of sworn tes- 
timony given by Reber to the joint con- 
ferees of the Assembly in‘ 1912, which 
quoted Reber as stating that the most 
desirable approach to the free bridge 
would include a belt line around East 


sible. 

. Reber’s Statement Read. 

“T merely read this passage to you,” 
said Fletcher, “to show you gentlemen 
what we in the Assembly have to con- 


i tend with. We obtain advice from gen- 


tlemen upon which we act and when 
someone starts a campaign against our 
action those who advised us make pub- 
lic denial, as Mr. Reber did recently in 
the newspapers.” 

Reber, in a statement to the Post- 
Dispatch, published Sunday, said: 
“The statement that I had repudi- 
ated the city’s approach, or had sug- 
@ested that any other approach was 
in any respect comparable to it from 
the standpoint of desirability, is 
wholly false. I have never at any 
time stated that the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi approach was desirable.” Re- 
ber’s announcement followed declara- 
tions by Delegates that Reber had 
once repudiated the so-called ap- 
proach. 

Besides Shapleigh, the spokesmen at 
the hearing were Gen, E. J. Spencer 
of the committee of the St. Louls En- 
gineers’ Club which recommended the 
Reber approach in 1912, and William 
Wedemeyer, president of the North St. 
Louis Business Men's Association. 
Spencer made a genera) analysis of the 
reasons for which the Reber approach 
had been indorsed, but the other two 
speakers confined themselves to discus- 
sing the growth of,sentiment recently 
for the construction of this approach.

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POSSIBILITY OF TRANSATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

The world’s awation records for 1913, in the 
World and Post-Dispatch Almanac for that year, 
show that the hopes of aviators that the Atlantic 
may be crossed by aeroplane in 1914 are not 
without foundation. 

As planned, the distances’ to be flown are: New- 
foundland to Greenland, 610 miles; Greenland to 
Iceland, 670 miles, and Iceland to Scotland, 670 
miles, a total of 1950 miles. 

In 1913, Aviator Letort made a cross-country 
flight of 571 miles without a stop. Later on, Se- 
guin flew 650 miles across country without a 
stop. . But in October, S¢blegal outdid both of 
these by flying no less than 911 miles across 
country without stopping. 

Of ‘cross-water flights, the best were those of 

De Moulinais, 450 miles, from Bremen to Lon- 
don: and of Garros, 558 miles, from France to 
Tunis, over the Mediterrancan. 
As to the safety of the flyers, contestants will 
have the benefit of the newly invented stabilizing 
equipment, which will énable them to defy sud- 
den gusts and outride hurricanes, and of the 
latest improvements in flying boats, which In- 
clude a cabin completely covered in, so that it 
can ride on or pass through the waves without 
swamping the crew.
